The minutes of the last annual meeting, held at Alexandria, 
Virginia, on the 6th and 7th of June, 1894, were being read 
when Colonel T. C. Morton moved that, as the proceedings 
had been printed, and a copy of the same was in the hands of 
each delegate, that the reading be dispensed with, and that the 
same be approved, which was adopted.

Continued efforts have been and are now being made to organize new 
Camps and induce outside ones to unite with this Grand Camp, and in this 
connection I must take occasion to especially refer to the energy and enthu- 
siasm of our InspectoivGeneral in visiting different sections of this State 
and West Virginia for the purpose of organizing new Camps, enlisting old 
ones, and reviving and reanimating dormant ones, which you perceive has 
had its effect. I am pleased to report that the work is going steadily on 
^ It is with great satisfaction that I can report that the interest in the Gram I 
Camp is steadily on the Increase, as evinced by the number of reports re- 
turned to Headquarters. This is very important and adds very much to the 
efficiency of any organization. I must impress upon the officers of every 
Camp the great necessity of prompt responses. 

Camp Charters. 
I must repeat what several of my predecessors have said, and urge upon 
each Camp that has not already procured a charter, the very great impor 
tance of securing one, both legally and as the means of creating greater 
interest in the Camp. 
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Camps of Sons of Veterans. 

The interest in the Camps of Sons of A 7 eterans is decidedly on the increase 
throughout the State, and I would recommend that the Grand Camp recog- 
nize and give all the encouragement possible in itself and through its subor- 
dinate Camps, to all of the Camps of Sons of Veterans, as they organize, 
requesting that they would report immediately to the Adjutant-General of 
this Grand Camp the name of their Camp, its location, and a list of its offi- 
cers, so that they may be brought in close touch with this organization and 
all of its Camps. 

Ladies' Auxiliary Camps. 

As I feel that it is a matter of so great importance, I must again urge 
upon every Camp that has not already done so, the necessity of establish- 
ing a Ladies' Auxiliary Camp, which, .with its energy, determination and co- 
operation, adds so much to every action of the Camp, for its own good, and 
for the relief and maintenance especially of 'the sick and disabled Confede- 
rate soldier and his family '. 

Advisory Council Called. 
Matters of importance presenting themselves, I called a meeting for con- 
sultation of the Advisory Council and a few prominent members of the 
Grand Camp, at Murphy's Hotel, in the City of Richmond, on the 13th of 
February last, at which there was a good attendance. Several questions 
were considered, and the following action was had, subject to the approval 
of the Grand Camp at its regular annual meeting on the 4th and 5th of 
June next, viz ; 

"A letter was read, asking what was the uniform of subordinate Camps. 
The Adjutant-General w T as instructed to inform such Camps that the regula- 
tion uniform was gray coat and light hat, and while it was desirable, it was 
not compulsory to wear it." 

" The Grand Commander then stated that this conference had been called, 
amongst other things, to hear the report of the History Committee, but as 
there was no quorum of the Committee present, on motion the matter w~as 
laid over until the next meeting." 

"A Committee from R. E. Lee Camp, No. 1, Confederate Veterans, ap- 
pointed to consider the propriety of memorializing Congress to acquire the 
battle-field of Appomattox, for its conversion into a national military park, 
communicated the results of the Committee's deliberations, and asked the 
support and encouragement of the Grand Camp, that is, that the Grand 
Camp endorse the movement and urge the various subordinate Camps to 
take vigorous action. After a full discussion the following resolution was 
adopted : 

"Resolved, That the grand Camp endorses the movement in favor of convert- 
ing the Appomattox battle-field into a national military park, and urges 
the subordinate Camps to pass resolutions on the subject, and communicate 
them to their Representatives and Senators in Congress. 

" The Adjutant-General was directed to communicate the action of the 
Grand Camp to the Virginia Senators and Representatives in Congress, and 
request their full and urgent co-operation. 
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"The Grand Commander wts authorizsd to appoint the delegatei to thfl 
fifth annual meeting of the United Confederate Veterans, to be held ;ii 
Houston, Texas, on the 22d, 23d and 24th of May, lg95, and the delegatei 
were instructed to endeavor to have the United Confederate Veterans me#B 
in Richmond in 1896. The Grand Commander was appointed one of the 
delegates to the United Confederate Veterans' meeting, The Advisory 
Council then adjourned." 

Reports of Committees. 

The several Committees appointed at our last annual meeting have beefl 
duly notified of. this meeting and requested to report to same. 

Increase of Revenue. 

The Grand Camp is very much hampered in carrying- out its object, to 
any great extent, for the want of funds, as its only sources of revenue are 
the annual dues and charter fees, which are nearly exhausted by the regular 
current expenses, although carefully expended, leaving a very small amount 
in the treasury for contingencies. Very often a great good could be attained 
if we had the means to use for the purpose. I will suggest that the Grand 
Camp give this matter careful consideration,, to see if the revenues cannot 
be increased. 

Monument to President Davis. 

The time has now arrived for prompt action to be taken to raise funds to 
erect a monument to that true patriot and beloved President of the South- 
ern Confederacy, Jefferson Davis. I will, therefore, recommend that this 
Grand Camp appoint a special Committee, whose duty it shall be to devise 
and inaugurate active measures throughout this organization for that pur- 
pose, especially all of its subordinate Camps, and to invite the zealous co- 
operation of every Ladies' Auxiliary Cam]* and Camp of Sons of Veterans 
throughout this State. 

United Confederate Veterans. 

As instructed by the Advisory Council at its meeting in February last, I 
appointed the following delegates to the fifth annual meeting of the United 
Confederate Veterans, held at Houston, Texas, on the 22d, 23d and 24th of 
May, 1895, viz: Thomas Lewis, George Booker. Houston Letcher and James 
McGill. 

I had the honor to attend that meeting with the delegates above named) 
but was taken sick while the meeting was in session and had to come home, 
and I am now too unwell to report, and must ask some one of the delegate* 
who were present to make a report. 

I cannot close this- report without returning sincere thanks to the Grand 

Officers and Aides, and the officers and members of each of the subordinate 

Camps, for the increased interest manifested in the Grand Camp, and alio 

for the great courtesy and assistance extended me during my administration^

Colonel Heros von Borcke, Chief of Staff to General J. E. R. Stuart, who 
left his native land to espouse the cause of the South, and by conspicuous 
courage on the field, won the love of his comrades, as well as the admiration 
and affection of his chief, receiving wounds in our battles which shattered 
his splendid physique, but still unmindful of self, in painful agony, strug- 
gled for our cause until forced to retire from active service, is one of that 
noble band of warrior-leaders which gives name and fame to the Army of 
Northern Virginia. 

His heroic achievements and devotion to the Confederate cause are re- 
membered with gratitude by every surviving comrade of that splendid army ; 
and, whereas, this noble man, matchless soldier and chivalric comrade has 
recently passed away in his beloved Prussia ; now, therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans, Department 
of Virginia, hereby tender tribute to his memory in the expression of admi- 
ration for his heroism, love for his manhood and gratitude for his brilliant 
services in the Confederate war for independence. 

Resolved, 2. That this Grand Camp deeply sympathize with his bereaved 
family in their far-away home, and tender them the heart-offerings of his 
sorrowing comrades in our Southland of America, for which he gave his 
blood. 

On motion of Colonel B. C. Marshall, the Adjutant-General 
was instructed to send a copy of the above preamble and res- 
olutions to his family. 

The Inspector-General being called on for a report, stated 
that lie would make his report tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 

Comrade G. William Ramsay, Chairman of the Committee 
to consider the propriety of procuring a Badge or Button, re- 
ported verbally that they did not consider it feasible at this 
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time, and respectfully asked that the Committee be disclmrgotl 
which was adopted. 

Colonel John CuseonR, Chairman of the Committee to ri 
port on the ceremonies incident to the unveiling of the Hoi 
diers' and Sailors' monument, at Richmond, Virginia, Mav 
30th, 1894, made a printed report of the ceremonies, addresses 
and poem delivered on the occasion. It was very handsomely 
gotten up, and too voluminous to record here. f>00 copies 
were presented to the Grand Camp for general distribution. 

Rev. J. William Jones moved that the thanks of the Grand! 
Camp be tendered the Committee for the handsome style in 
which they were gotten up. Adopted. 

Colonel Stubbs moved that a regular standing Committee 
on Finance be appointed, to consist of five members. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed the following Comrades on the regular 
standing Finance Committee, viz : W. P. Smith, R. ^S r . Xorlhen, 
Stith Boiling, William H. Stewart and A. Herbert. 

Colonel Stubbs moved that a Committee on Resolutions be 
appointed, to consist of five members. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed the following Comrades on the Com 
mittee on Resolutions, viz: R. C. Marshall, G. William Ram- 
say, Micajah Woods, T. C. Morton and R. B. Poore. 

A communication from R. S. Chew Camp of Sons of Vete 
rans was read, and on motion, was referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 

A communication from Colonel Winfield Peters, Secretary 
of the Maryland Division of the United Confederate Veterans, 
was read, and on motion, was referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions. 

The Committee on Distribution made a report which, mi 
motion, was laid over until tomorrow. 

On motion of Colonel Garnett, the Grand Camp adjourned 
until tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock.

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Colonel Taylor moved that the Inspector-General be re- 
quested to visit Berkeley, Virginia, and endeavor to settle the 
differences which have unfortunately arisen in "Niemyer-Shaw 
Camp, Confederate Veterans" Adopted. 

Colonel John J. Williams, Chairman of Committee on Dis- 
tribution, made the following report : 

Your Committee to whom the address of the Grand Commander has 
been referred, respectfully report as follows, that the various subjects of said 
address, in compliance with the resolution under which your Committee 
was appointed, be distributed as follows : 

1. The list of Camps, &c, to the Adjutant-General, for publication in the 
Annual Report. 

2. That the Inspector-General be requested to continue his efforts as men- 
tioned in the report, to organize new Camps and visit old ones, it being the 
sense of the Committee that such work is of the utmost importance to the 

• welfare of the organization ; and that the Finance Committee be requested 
to take into consideration the expense attending such inspections. 

3. That we renew the recommendation made by the Committee on Grand 
Commander's report at the Grand Camp for 1894 [Sect. 2], viz: "That all 
Camps organized since the Grand Camp be urged to secure charters from the 
Grand Camp as soon as practicable." And we further recommend that the 
Adjutant of the Grand Camp be directed to communicate this to all the 
subordinate Camps. 

4. That we recommend that a Committee of three be appointed to take 
into consideration the subject of the Camps of Sons of Confederate Veterans 
and the Ladies' Auxiliary. 

5. That all matters relating to the subject of a History of the United 
States be referred to the History Committee. 

6. That a Committee be appointed of seven members to take into consid- 
eration that part of the report of the Grand Commander which relates to 
the subject of Appomattox park. 

7. That the matter of the increase of revenue be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Finance. 

8. We endorse the recommendation of the Grand Commander as to ap- 
pointing a Committee on erecting a monument to President Davis. 

9. That the Committee recommend the adoption of a resolution to convey 
to the Grand Commander our regret for his sickness and inability to attend 

this meeting.

The Quartermaster-GeneraTs report was read and referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

The Inspector-General made his report as follows ; 

Junk Ith, L895. 
Grand Commcvndsr and Comrades : 

In presenting to you the official report of my acts and observations dur- 
ing the year past, as your Inspector-General, I must first bespeak your 
indulgence for my failure to accomplish so little where so much was to be 
done. My only excuse is the pressing character of my business engage- 
ments. I can assure you, however, that I have done what I could. It being 
expected that I should organize new Camps as far as practicable, visit and 
inspect the old ones, and in view of the fact that we had so few Camps in 
that part of the State west of the Blue Ridge, I first pushed my efforts in 
that direction, and after visiting in person the points I shall name, I sue-. 
ceecled, with much labor and correspondence, in instituting three Camps in 
our western counties, namely: "Highland Camp," at Monterey, in July, 
1894; "Bath Camp," at Warm Springs, in August; and "J. C. Carpenter 
Camp," at Covington, Alleghany County, in January, 1895. 

I have also set on foot plans for the organization of a Camp at Chatham, 
Pittsylvania County, and having secured the co-operation of several zealous 
comrades at that point, I feel sure that when the initiatory steps are taken 
and can be followed up, a large and efficient Camp can be instituted at 
that place.- I also visited and inspected the following named Camps : 
" Magruder-Ewell," of Williamsburg; "R, E. Lee, No. 3," of Hampton; 
" Pickett-Buchanan," of Norfolk ; " Stonewall," of Portsmouth ; and " Stone- 
wall Jackson," of Staunton. Everywhere I was cordially welcomed, given 
free access to papers, books and records, and furnished with all desired in- 
formation, and I here take occasion to tender my thanks to the officers and 
comrades of these Camps for their courteous and fraternal reception, both 
in public and private, and for their kind and hospitable entertainment. I 
find that the attachment of the old Confederate soldiers to each other is ai 
warm as that of kinship itself, and the memories of the lost cause fond and 
tender, and never to be forgotten. 

Some memoranda made during these visits furnish useful and interesting 
information. At Williamsburg. " Magruder-Ewell Camp" arranged a public 
meeting of citizens, which I had the honor to address. There was present 
a large number of the sons and daughters of veterans. War talks were also 
made at this meeting by the Commander and Chaplain of the Camp, and 
the lively interest manifested by all showed that the old soldiers of the old 
capital of Virginia had, by worthy bearing in the times of peace, retained 
the respect and sympathy of the rising generation, who had only read ami 
heard of their deeds in times of war. 

At Hampton, the Camp turned out nearly half of their number, fifty 
seven, and there was an earnest and animated discussion of the AppomattOK 
national park question, which was at length postponed for further considers 
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tion. This Camp labors under some disadvantages, being in a measure over- 
shadowed by the Government military post at Old Point, and the largely 
patronized Soldiers' Home ; but the Comrades hang together, have an ave- 
rage attendance of fifteen, and a companion organization of Sons of Veterans. 

In Norfolk, "Pickett-Buchanan Camp" furnished the best attendance of 
Comrades I met on my visits, as it was the largest, numerically, reporting a 
membership of 338, and ten deaths during the year just passed. The Camp 
is a live one, and its affairs have been admirably managed. It is fulfilling 
its mission, and dispensing a large charity, amounting, with burial expenses 
of deceased Comrades, and attention to the graves of ex-Confederates, since 
its organization, to $7,872. . It has also a most helpful adjunct in a Ladies' 
Memorial Association, which had distributed to soldiers' widows the addi- 
tional amount of $4,607. 

This Camp has also in hand the sacred task of erecting in Norfolk, a Sol- 
diers' Monument, and at the time of my visit, February 27th, they had, in 
money and subscriptions, nearly $13,000. The completion of the necessary 
fund, and the erection of such a monument as will alone meet the worthy 
aspirations of our Norfolk Comrades, will be the crowning glory of " Pickett- 
Buchanan Camp." 

I would call attention to the very complete and satisfactory form of appli- 
cation for membership used by this Camp, being neatly printed on a sheet 
14x20 inches, which being filed and bound, forms an invaluable record book. 
By the kindness of Commander Taylor, I am able to furnish a copy of this 
sheet to Camps who have not yet provided themselves with a record book. 

On May 4th I made a very pleasant visit to "Stonewall Camp," at Ports- 
mouth. It is also a large Camp, numbering 220, and a corresponding mem- 
bership of twenty-five. Also it has a Camp of Sons of Veterans, numbering 
twenty-eight, and an efficient Ladies' Auxiliary, which had its birth during 
the throes of the civil war in 1861. The deaths of this Camp show a re- 
markable falling off last year, there having been only one, when the year 
before there were seven. The records are beautifully kept, making the 
handsomest book I have seen, but the Commander regrets the small attend- 
ance of Comrades at stated meetings, the average being about twenty, as 
reported, and it is worthy of note in this connection that Portsmouth sent 
more men to the war than she had voters at that time 

" Stonewall Jackson Camp," of Staunton, in the center of the valley where 
the great soldier after whom it was named earned his undying fame, has 103 
members, including many of the survivors of that immortal brigade. This 
Camp has collected some valuable records and maps of the Valley Cam- 
paigns, and while the average attendance at regular meetings is not large, 
the crowds, not only of members but of all ex-Confederate soldiers and other 
citizens, who flock to Camp Headquarters on Memorial Days and special 
occasions, attest the interest that all feel in the cause we hold so dear. A 
striking feature in connection with this Camp are the exercises annually 
held in commemoration of the birth-day of "Our Lee." The crowds that, 
attend on this anniversary, coming from far and near, up and down our 
historic valley, tax the capacity of the largest halls or buildings of the city. 

In concluding this report, and returning to you the office which the Grand 
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Camp, in its partiality, conferred upon me, I will add that it Iuih boon i pi 
cial pleasure to me to expend all of the time, energy and meant) al mj notn 

mand in your service ; and while I have been able IV personal iiiNpunl 

to report upon the work and condition of only ;i Few of our Camps, I fssl 
sure from what has come to my oars, thai we have many others in our or 
ganization that would have furnished just as instructive and interoNting 
reports, could I have had the opportunity to visit them, 

I am also well satisfied from information gathered by correspondence ami 
otherwise here and there throughout the State, that the noble and prill • 
worthy objects of our organization commend it so highly to all good and 
true old soldiers of the Stars and Bars, that if continued and proper o fibrin 

are used, we will shortly see a Camp in every county in this grand old C 

mon wealth, and never will be found a worthy Comrade to languish ill poi 
erty and disease and die in want, or his seed go begging for bread.

said meeting. The last Grand Camp directed that this Committee should 
make application to the State Board of Education, and have Chtunburil'

Public Schools in this State. Your Committee made application, and the 
State Board of Education complied readily and cheerfully to Haiti ro(|U( ll 
and the contracting parties with Virginia on school historiuH anpili iwl 

also, and now the above named histories are on the list, of hcImkiI III ll 

to be used in our schools. 
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Your Committee held a meeting on April 18th, 1895, at Murphy's Hotel 
in Richmond, Virginia, to consider specially the subject of a " History of the 
Confederate War, its causes, consequences and character," and after consul- 
tation, adopted the following resolutions, viz : 

Resolved, That in respect to histories of the United States, the History 
Committee of the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans of Virginia declines 
to examine any manuscripts, but after such histories are published, if ac- 
ceptable to the Committee, it will place them on the list of school histories, 
recommended for use in schools as alternative text-books. 

Whereas, the History Committee of the Grand Camp of Confederate Vet- 
erans of Virginia has been directed by the Grand Camp to act in concert 
with the History Committee of the United Confederate Veterans, 

Resolved, That the History Committee of the Grand Camp of Confederate 
Veterans of Virginia suggest that the History Committee of the United 
Confederate Veterans recommend that manuscripts of a history of the Con- 
federate War be received and referred to a committee of five for examina- 
tion and approval, and request that the said committee co-operate with the 
Grand Camp of Virginia on the final selection of the history. 

The above resolutions were placed before the History Committee of the 
United Confederate Veterans at Houston, Texas, on May 22d, and action 
taken thereon, as will be seen hereafter in this report. 

At a meeting of this Grand Camp in Portsmouth, it was decided that your 
History Committee should co-operate with the History Committee of the 
United Confederate Veterans' Association, and reference therefore must 
necessarily be made to the reports of the History Committee of the United 
Confederate Veterans' Association, adopted at Birmingham, Alabama, April 
25th, 1894, and at Houston, Texas, May 22d, 1895. Before, however, your 
Committee proceeds to refer to said reports, reference will he made to the 
resolutions offered by Dr J. William Jones, and referred to your Committee 
for action. The resolutions are as follows, viz : 

Whereas, we have learned that the Virginia School Board has, at our 
request, added to its list of books Shinn's and Hansell's School Histories of 
the United States, and whereas, we now have on the State list of books 
three school histories of the United States by Southern authors ; therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That while we deeply regret that the State Board ever allowed 
to be put on their list " Barnes' " School History, a book that is filled with 
false statements in reference to every period of our history, and is so false 
in its account of Confederate history, that no School Board should adopt it 
and no A r irginian should allow his children to study it. We urge the State 
Board to take the hook from their list as soon as their contract will allow, 
and that in future they select histories by Southern instead of Northern 
authors. 

2. That we urge our local Camps and individual Confederates all over the 
State to use their active efforts to keep out of our schools such miserable 
caricatures of the truth of history as " Barnes' School History of the United 
States." 

3. That these resolutions be referred to our Committee on History. 
Your Committee endorse thoroughly the above resolutions, and in addi 

tion to the above, offer the following :

The following is a part of the report adopted in Houston, Texas, on MttJ 
22d, 1895, by the United Confederate. Veterans' Association : 

Your Committee recommends a continuance of the same policy as mill I ml 
out in our first report, and a more complete organization of subeomnilttiM 
for each state to press active work. The policy should be maintained which 
is now beginning to hear fruit, that policy being to begin at the foundal inn 
by stimulating public sentiment to bring to the work of formulal Inu III I i|*j 
many minds, to reach the educational institutions and the youth of 1 1 >< 
country through our southern universities. This is a deeper, surer am I mora 
permanent mode of vindicating the south than relying upon the emploj 
mentof one or more writers to act as special attorneys to plead the car 
the bar of history. 

Your Committee, therefore, renew and reiterate their recommendal 

in the first report at Birmingham, namely : 

A General History. 

The order of the Association creating this committee requires n " to Ibl 
mulate a plan for securing a true and reliable history of the late civil M 11 
In attempting to formulate this plan, the committee has been In I to I 
amine the wbole field of history. We find as has been heretofore «e1 forth 
in this report, that justice to the south requires that the entire field "I In . 
tory be explored and its neglected facts be faithfully gathered and pni 
trayed. We need a "renaissance" of history throughout the south, VVfl 
have looked around for the best agency to effect this object. 

What will be the most efficient agency? It must be a universal agenoj 
a continuing agency, an influential agency. It must be an agency thai can 
stimulate historical research ; create historical taste ; produce not (inly our 
work, but many works ; employ not only one mind, but many minds ; mil I I 
the work assume various shapes, not only in the form of standard histoi li 

and school histories, but also state histories, magazine articles, hisl ml 

essays, popular sketches, local history, etc. It is unfortunately true thai 

people have neglected history. They have not only neglected to wrile, I mi I 
they have neglected to read what is written Historical taste and histor I ('ill 
literature must assume various phases. There is a deplorable lack of I now 










ledge of state history and of local history. Here is a mine rich in un- 
explored history and poetry. We need workers in the field. Very few, 
even of our educated citizens, have devoted much attention to the histories 
of their respective states. This history, when developed, will touch the 
popular heart. No one mind can explore this wide field, and no one work 
can cover the ground. We need a separate history for each state. 

Besides, we do not wish to limit our work to the present time. Can we 
not kindle a flame which will not burn, out with the life of our generation? 

There is but one agency which can compass all the purposes, and can add 
to these another of great value— that agency is our leading southern univer- 
sities. They have the means, the prestige, the appliances, the undying life. 
They could put work into immediate operation and continue it forever. 
We therefore suggest that the association recommend the following plan : 

1. Each university in the south to establish a chair of American history ; 
that this chair be not overloaded with additional work, but its occupant be 
allowed leisure and be provided with appliances for historical investigation 
and authorship ; that the occupant of the chair be selected with special 
reference to his fitness for historical authorship, and also for inspiring stu- 
dents with a spirit of original historical investigation ; that the chair of 
American history should include a comprehensive course, embracing not 
only a history of the United States, but also a history of the entire American 
continent and should be taught in a manner to suit matured minds, and to lead 
them to original investigation. The inauguration of such a course in our south- 
ern universities, leading to a full comprehension of the history, geography and 
relations of the various members of the American continent, would give the 
coming generation of southern youth a broad knowledge which would bring 
to the south a benefit which need not be enlarged on. 

2. That the association recommend to the legislatures of the several 
southern states to provide, in the public school course, for teaching the 
history of the native state one year, and also for teaching the history of the 
United States for one year, and for the establishment and support of a chair 
of ''American History " in state university, or in some suitable state institu- 
tion ; and also for encouraging the preparation of state school histories. 

3. That the association recommend that all private schools and academies 
make provision for teaching the history of the native state one year and the 
history of the United States one year. 

4. That the association appoint suitable committee to memorialize the 
several legislatures and authorities of universities and schools, and to re- 
quest the co-operation of state historical societies, state literary societies, the 
press, etc. 

School Histories. 

1. The importance of placing and teaching impartial and accurate histories 
of the United States in all our schools can not be overestimated nor ex- 
aggerated. With this end in view, at the former meeting of this committee, 
the following resolution was adopted : 

" To select such of existing school histories as are truthful and just in 
their statements in reference to the causes and facts of the late war, and 
recommend the same for use in all our schools, in order of preference, if 
possible and practical." 

2. In pursuance of this resolution your committee has grouped all existing 
histories under three heads : (1) Those written and published in the north 
pronouncedly unfair to the south, her institutions and her part in history ; 
(2) those written and published in the north apparently fair in their treat- 
ment of southern questions; (3) those written and published in the south. 

Group 1 — These works were for the most part issued in the first ten or 
fifteen years following the close of the late war, and reflect in full the senti- 
ment then generally prevailing over the northern section of our country. 
Dictated by prejudice and prompted by the evil passions that time had not 
softened, they need not be considered by the committee. 

Group 2 — Northern histories apparently fair: A number of the books 
belonging to group 1 have been either (a) revised and emasculated in their 
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effort to curry favor with the text book patrons of both sections, or ()•) 

.separate editions ma'de for northern and southern hc] Is. To these hava 

been added a number of works published in recent years, which, avoiding 
any positive statement derogatory to the south studiously suppress every 
fact- of American history upon which the justice of the southern cause ana 
purity of motive of southern political leaders are based. _(3) Histories 
written and published at the north in which an honest effort is made to d6 
justice to the south. While some of these histories contain many excellent 
features, they ignore many facts which the south as a section takes a 
patriotic pride in, and they fail to present the distinctive features of 
southern civilization with force and fidelity, or give due prominence to 
the work done by the south as a factor in the union. We are gratified to 
note that several of these histories have been revised so as to exclude ob- 
jectionable expressions and to include facts of history favorable to the south 
which have heretofore been ignored, and we hope that the time is not far 
distant when writers of history from either section will take pride and 
pleasure in presenting with cordiality and enthusiasm the distinctive work 
of each section as a factor of our common country. 

We believe that the records of the nation contain many neglected facts of 
history which, when clearly presented, will not only justify the motives and 
purpose's of the south as a "section, but will tend to promote kindly feeling 
between the sections and to instill sentiments of patriotism and. mutual 
respect. For such reasons we are unwilling that facts of history of which 
the south has just right to be proud, shall be omitted in the instruction of 
our children. 

Group 3 -Southern histories: This group constitutes a small number of 
published works, which have been examined with reference to the follow- 
ing points : 

1. Is the historic value impaired by inaccuracy, or by an overdrawn, ex- 
aggerated narrative of events, in which self glorification takes place of 
calm statement of the whole truth, which alone is necessary to support the 
position of the south in national affairs ? 

2. Do they compare in typographical appearance with other attractive 
histories ? 

?>. Are they -practical teaching text books? 

4. In illustrations, do they give equal prominence to events and indi- 
viduals of the south as to those of the north ? 

5. In the treatment of the American revolution, do they do full justice to 
the men of the south in the field and forum, and do they make the point 
that the war was for indendence and self-government, and that the southern 
people were animated by these principles in the last war? 

6. Are the questions of sovereignty and slavery dispassionately treated ? 

7 Do they touch fully the importance and in most cases _ predominant 
part taken by southern men in the revolution ; in the constitutional con- 
vention ; in shaping the affairs of the government; in extending the domain 
of the United States to our present limits ; in maintaining our national 
honor and credit abroad, and in properly presenting the characteristics of 
southern life and civilization? 

8. Do they denominate the last war a " rebellion " instead of a conflict 
between the states ? 

In giving a truthful narration of the events of the civil war, the un- 
paralleled patriotism manifested by the southern people in accepting its 
results, and the courage and perseverance displayed by them in building up 
their shattered homes and ruined estates ? 

In the opinion of this committee these are some of the most important 
features necessary to an accurate and impartial history of the United States. 
We are gratified to find that southern people are beginning to awaken to 
the importance of writing their own history, that a few southern authors 
have prepared works for use in the schools, which more or less embody the 
features above enumerated, viz : 

" Hansell's Histories," written by Prof. H. E. Chambers of Louisiana. 



History of the American People," written by J. H. Shinn of Arkansas.

Your Committee cordially commend the zeal of the above authors for the 
work already undertaken and done in the cause for which this Committee 
was created, induced as we believe by the pure incentive of presenting 
truthful history and doing justice to the South, and we commend their 
books as suitable for use in our schools. 

We also recommend the following as suitable to be used as supplementary 
reader in our schools : " The Civil War," by Mrs. Ann E. Snyder of Tenn. 

In conclusion vour Committee is gratified to know that other school his- 
tories are in preparation by Southern authors which give promise of great 
excellence, and indicate that the best thought of the country is being 
enlisted in this important cause ; and we recommend that the association 
provide the proper organization for carrying into effect the recommendations 
of this Committee. . 

Your Committee also recommends that each and every Camp m this 
organization make it an immediate duty to have prepared, before all the 
members "cross the river," a correct roll of every company raised in every 
county, giving names on original roll, those killed in battle and in what bat- 
tle, those wounded, those died from wounds and diseases, and those who 
got through the war ; that state organizations urge this duty on their respec- 
tive legislatures through efficient Committees to lay the recommendations 
of this Committee before their state legislatures, and ask appropriations to 
carry them into effect. ." 

Your Committee with pleasure recommends Confederate \ eteran, pub- 
lished by Comrade S. A. Cunningham at Nashville, Tenn., which has vir- 
tually become the organ of this great Association. It is doing valuable 
work in clearing up hidden facts of history connected with the great strug- 
gle. It would be a fortunate event if a larger subscription list would enable 
its publishers to enlarge its pages and make it the medium of more ex- 
tended publications connected with the war and the causes leading to the war. 
We cannot too strongly urge upon our people the great importance of 
avoiding as far as possible, the purchasing and disseminating of books and 
literature which are unkind and unfair to the South, which belittle our 
achievements, impugn our motives, and malign the characters of our illus- 
trious leaders. An example of this kind of literature is the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, which, while a work of exceptional merit in many particulars, 
abounds in such a distortion of historical facts in reference to the South as 
could have emanated only from igorance or malignity. A yet more flag- 
rant example of this kind is a reprint, in part, of that encyclopaedia, known 
as the R. S. Peale reprint, now being advertised in southern newspapers. 

It is with much pleasure that your Committee can report the growing in- 
terest in having the history of the South properly, truthfully and impartially 
written. We believe there are Southern authors now preparing histories, 
and as your Committee has directed and empowered to add to the list of his- 
tories for our Southern schools, vour Committee now recommends that the 
history of the United States by Mrs. Susan P. Lee of Lexington, Va., he 
added to said lists as filling the requirements of histories that should be 
used in our schools. It has been brought to the attention of your Com- 
mittee that the Grand Camp of Virginia has asked for the United Confed- 
erate Veteran Association take steps to have a history of the Confederate 
war, its causes, character and consequences, published ; now your Committee 
indorses the idea that such a history should be written and invites any 
party who desires to undertake the task to do so, and let each history as it 
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is written stand or fall oa its own merit. Your Com tnittee finds it quite 
impossible to examined manuscripts and pass on the merits or demerits of any 
particular author, but, as in the past, as to school histories, throw open the 
field to authors of* a history of the Confederate War, its causes, character 
and consequences. 

We should call special attention to a recent work of Dr. J. L. M. Curry, 
entitled "The South— Constitution and the Resulting Union " It is one of 
the best books that has been written or published since the war. It. is 
catholic, broad and patriotic, and at the same time clear, terse and con- 
densed, presenting only those salient points of American history with 
which every citizen of this great republic should be familiar. Without 
doing injustice to any section of the country, it does immortal honor to the 
genius of our soldiery and the patriotism of our people, and we recommend 
its general use in the families and schools of the south. 

In conclusion we would respectfully recommend that Dr. J. L. M. Curry, 
the patriot, statesman, philosopher and educator, be invited to deliver an 
address at our next annual reunion on the subject of slavery, nullification 
and secession, with special reference to the attitudes of the people North 
and South to these three leading questions of American history. 

In conclusion your Committee recommends the enlargement of this Com- 
mittee to fifteen, so as to embrace a member from each of the Southern 
states, and thus insure a larger number for the transaction of business. All 
of which is repectfully submitted. S. D. Lee, Chairman ;

In conclusion, what a wonderful change in the past five years on the his- 
tory question. Northern authors have been revising their works and thereby 
admitting their first editions were filled with gross misrepresentations touch- 
ing the South. Southern authors have entered the arena, and have given 
us histories with truth stamped on every page. A fair, impartial and truth- 
ful history of the United States, and a history of the Confederate War, 
written by Southern hands, dictated by Southern hearts, taught in Southern 
schools, and read by Southern people, has at last been seen by the Confede- 
rate Veterans. 

The work is still progressing. In the near future other histories of the 
United States and histories of the Confederate War will be written by 
Southern authors. Nor is this all ; while our Southern authors have written 
histories for our schools, it is with pride that we, as Virginians, can boast of a 
Southern publishing company in Richmond, Virginia [B. F. Johnson & 
Co.], now publishing school histories and school books for our Southern 
authors, to be used in our Southern schools. 

We feel encouraged; we are cheered to greater exertions ; we are on the 
right track ; move forward ; push on the good work while we can, and when we 
have to lay it down, let our sons take up the work and push it forward to 
completion.

At a meeting of the " Garland-Rocles Camp," of Confederate Veterans, of 
Lynchburg, held on the evening of June 4th, 1895, the following preamble 
and resolutions were unanimously adopted : Whereas there is a generally 
recognized need of a school history that shall place before the children and 
youth of the South the true story of the war between the States, embracing 
not only an authentic and faithful account of the struggle itself, but also of 
the causes, remote and proximate, which brought it about. 

And whereas, we are profoundly and painfully impressed with the griev- 
ous and irreparable injury that is done by the unveracious and sectional 
histories which poison the minds of the young with gross perversions of 
the truth. 

And whereas, it is understood that this subject will receive consideration 
at the meeting of the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans of the Depart- 
ment of Virginia, now in session at Charlottesville ; be it therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That it is the sense of this Camp that a history of the decades 
that cover the sectional agitation which terminated in the civil war, and the 
period of the war and " era of reconstruction," ought to be prepared with 
all practicable expedition for the use of the Public Schools of this State and 
the South. 

Resolved, 2. That it having come to our knowledge that Comrade Major 
Lawrence S. Marye could probably be induced to undertake this work, pro- 
vided he had reasonable ground to believe that it would be received into the 
Public Schools of this State ; and having fullest confidence in the knowl- 
edge, capacity, judgment and general equipment and qualification of said 
Comrade for the satisfactory execution of the delicate task, we request the 
Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans to encourage Comrade Marye to enter 
at once upon the preparation of such history, in the assurance that if the 
desirable work shall be judiciously and acceptably accomplished, the Con- 
federate Veterans of Virginia will lend their influence for its adoption by 
the Public Schools of the State. K. OTEY, Commander

Resolutions, made the following report: 

A communication from the Maryland Division of the United Confederate 
Veterans, asking the approval and support of this Grand Camp in favor of 
the reunion of the United Confederate Veterans being held in Baltimore in 
1897, having been received by the Grand Commander of this Grand Camp, 
this Committee begs leave to" recommend that the Adjutant-General of the 
Grand Camp be instructed to assure the Maryland Division of the United 
Confederate Veterans that while we sympathize heartily with them in all 
their patriotic efforts, and cordially reciprocate their fraternal expressions, 
this Grand Camp, in view of the fact that the said reunion of the United 
Confederate Veterans is to be held in our own State in 1896, deems it inex- 
pedient and inappropriate to make any recommendations or signify any 
preference in this matter. 

Which, on motion, was unanimously adopted. 

The Committee on Resolutions made the following report 
on a communication received by the Grand Commander from 
"R. S. Chew Camp, No. 2, Sons of Confederate Veterans," 
in regard to the formation of a Grand Camp of Sons of Vet- 
erans :

Which was adopted. 

It was moved that this Grand Camp do now elect its officers 
for the ensuing year. Adopted. 

Colonel G. William Ramsay nominated First Lieutenant

No other nomination having been made, on motion the 
same was closed. 

Colonel William A. Smoot was then unanimously elected 
Grand Commander of this Grand Camp for the ensuing year. 

A. Brander nominated Second Lieutenant 
Grand Commander John Cussons for the office of First Lieu- 
tenant Grand Commander of this Grand Camp. 

On motion, the nomination was closed. 

Colonel John Cussons was then unanimously elected First 
Lieutenant Grand Commander of this Grand Camp for the 
ensuing year.

Col. C. T. Loehr moved that the City of Richmond be named 
as the place for the next annual meeting of this Grand Camp. 

General Brander moved that hereafter the time of the reg- 
ular annual meeting of this Grand Camp be fixed at from the 
1st to the 15th of October in each year. This motion was not 
acted on, as the " Orders and Regulations of the Grand Camp " 
direct that the time of meeting shall be fixed by the Grand 
Commander. 

Col. T. C. Morton moved that the City of Staunton be named 
as the place for the next annual meeting of this Grand Camp. 

Colonel John J. Williams moved that the City of Winches- 
ter be named as the place for the next annual meeting of this 
Grand Camp. 

After considerable discussion, it was decided by acclimation 
that Winchester was the place for the next annual meeting. 

Colonel John J. Williams offered the following preamble 
and resolutions : 

Whereas, Charles Broadway Rouss, a member of Turner Ashby Camp, 

one of the Camps of this organization, made to the recent meeting of the 

Grand Camp of United Confederate Veterans at Houston, the munificent

SesOlved, That a copy of these resolutions be communicated by the Adju 
tant-General to Comrade Rouss. 

On motion, the above were unanimously adopted, 

Colonel John Cussons moved that the proceedings of this, 
the eighth annual meeting of this Grand Camp, be printed in 
pamphlet form, and distributed among the subordinate Camps 
of this jurisdiction. Adopted. 

General Brander offered a resolution of thanks to the offi- 
cers and members of John Bowie Strange Camp, and the citi- 
zens of Charlottesville, Virginia, for their hospitable and 
delightful entertainment, which was adopted by a rising vote. 

Captain J. Taylor Stratton offered a resolution, thanking 
the Charlottesville press for its full and correct reports of the 
meetings of the Grand Camp ; and the press of Richmond 
and the State generally for its kindly mention of every thing 
connected with the movements, and calculated to advance the 
interests of this and every other old Veterans' Association of 
ex-Confederate soldiers ; which was adopted. 

Colonel James ]ST. Stubbs stated that it would arive him great 
pleasure to make a report later of the fifth annual meeting of 
the United Confederate Veterans' Association, held at Hous- 
ton, Texas, in May, 1895, as requested by the Grand Comman- 
der in his report.

Orders and Regulations of Grand Camp, 

[Adopted January 13th, 1888, with Amendments now in Force.] 



Article I.—Title. 
Grand Camp Confederate Veterans, Department of Virginia. 

Article II. — Object. 
To aid and assist all worthy Confederates who are indigent and in distress, 
and to encourage the formation of new Camps as a means thereto. 

Article III. — Membership . 

Section 1. Department Commander and Staff-representatives from Camps 
composing th» Department, in the ratio of one to fifty or fraction thereof, 
if not less than thirty ; all past Commanders of the Department and Camps, 
and all Commanders of Camps, or, in the absence of Commanders of Camps, 
the senior officer of such Camp present. The Staff of Commander shall 
be an Adjutant-General, Inspector-General, Quartermaster-General, Surgeon- 
General, Chaplain-General, and two Aids-de-Camps, none of whom shall 
have a vote in the Grand Camp by virtue of their positions merely as staff 
officers. 

Section 2. Elections for representatives to Grand Camp shall take place 

at the regular meeting of each Camp next preceding the annual meeting of 

the Grand Camp. 

Article IV. — Meetings. 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Grand Camp shall be held at such 
place as may be directed by the Grand Camp, and at such a time as the 
Grand Commander may order. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be convened by order of the Grand 

Commander, or at the request of the majority of the Camps composing the 

Grand Camp. 

Article V. — Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the Grand Camp shall he a Grand Commander, 
First Lieutenant Grand Commander, Second Lieutenant Grand Commander, 
Third Lieutenant Grand Commander, an Adjutant-General, Inspector-Gen- 
eral, Quartermaster-General, Surgeon-General, and Chaplain-General. 

Section 2. All members of the Grand Camp, or of any of the Camps com- 
posing it shall be eligible to any office in the Grand Camp. 

Section 3. Grand Camp officers shall be elected by the Grand Camp, ex- 
cept the Adjutant-General and two Aides-de-Camp, who shall be appointed 
by the Department Commander, and hold office at his pleasure. 

Section 4. The officers thus elected and appointed shall enter upon their 
duties, upon the adjournment of the annual meeting, on the first day of July 
in Oach year, and hold for one year, or till relieved by their successors. 

Aeticle VI. — Duties of Officers. 
Section 1. The Grand Commander shall preside at the meetings of the 
Grand Camp ; decide all questions that may arise during intervals of Grand 
Camp meetings, subject to appeal to the Grand Camp ; approve all requisi- 
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tions properly drawn on the Quartermaiter»Genera] ; shall study the interesl 
of the Department generally, with a view bo bring about the best results in 
furtherance of the object for which the Camps are confederated; shall be 
entitled to present his views in person or by writing to the Department. 

Section 2. The Adjutant-General shall keep the minutes of the Grand 
Camp; draw all orders on the Quartermaster-Genera] authorized by the 
Grand Camp ; keep a file of all official papers ; make out once each year a 
return of the Camps, and perform such other duties as may be necessary 
pertaining to his office under Department orders. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Inspector-General, under the direc- 
tion of the Grand Commander, to institute Camps, to inspect and report to 
the Grand Camp the condition of the Camps, and perform such other duties 
as may be required by the Grand Commander. 

Section 4. The Quartermaster-General shall have custody of all funds and 
property of the Grand Camp, and pay all duly authorized orders drawn on 
him by the Adjutant-General, countersigned by the Grand Commander; 
keep a record of his transactions, and make annually a report to the Grand 
Commander, to be laid before the Grand Camp. 

Section 5. There shall be an Advisory Council composed of the Grand 
Commander and the Commanders of the Camps, which shall meet subject' 
to the call of the Department Commander whenever, in his judgment, busi- 
ness -of sufficient importance may justify its convening. They shall act for 
the Grand Camp in the interval between annual sessions. 

Section 6. They shall audit the accounts and examine books of different 
officers, and make report to the Grand Camp. Three members shall be a 
quorum to transact business, and shall be presided over by Grand Com- 
mander when present. When called together, Camp Commander may be 
represented by the next in rank to himself in his Camp, should he be un- 
able to attend. 

Section 7. All other officers shall perform the usual duties of their sev- 
eral offices, and such other duties as may be ordered by the Grand Com- 
mander. 

Section 8. All disbursing officers must give bond in sums to be fixed by 
Grand Camp. 

Article VII.— A assessments. 
* Section 1. Each of the several Camps composing the Grand Camp shall 
be assessed five cents per member annually, to defray the expenses of the 
Grand Camp. 

Section 2. Badge.— The following Badge was adopted for the Grand Camp, 
to- wit: The Virginia and Confederate flags crossed. 

Section 3. Seal.— The Coat of Arms of the Southern Confederacy. 

Section 4. In case of the death or resignation of Grand Commander the 
First, Second, and Third Lieutenant Grand Commanders shall, according to 
their rank, fill the office for remainder of term. 



\ * Note.— At annual meeting held June 5th, 1895, the regular annual ass 
ment was raised to ten cents per member to meet current expenses. 
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Article VIII. 

Section 1. The headquarters of the Department shall be at the place of 
residence of the Grand Commander. 

Section 2. All Camps composing this confederation agree to be bound by 
the acts of the Grand Camp in all matters pertaining to the Grand Camp. 

Section 3. Every Camp shall have the right to withdraw from the con- 
federation whenever, its members shall so decide in regular meeting, five 
members having given written notice at a previous meeting of the intention 
to bring the question of withdrawal before the Camp. Officers of the 
Grand Camp, in the case of withdrawal of their Camp, will vacate their 
position. 

Article IX. 

This Constitution may be amended at any annual or special called meeting 
of the Grand Camp, by a two-thirds' — vote of those present.
